DRAMATIC MEMOIRS.—No. 2. 
Mr. ROBERT STRICKLAND. 

Thou boon destroyer of melancholy, 

Thou Dismal, Birch, Friend Thomas, Jolly, 

Seen and liked by everybody, 

Success attend thee Old Tom Noddy! 

Mr. Strickland was born in St. Martin’s Lane, London, in the year 1801, and 
will complete his 40th year on the 26th of November next. At the age of 13, he 
was articled to Mr. Comyn, a barrister, who occupied chambers in Pump Court, 
Temple. Great is the dramatic furor of lawyers’ clerks, and our hero partaking 
thereof, forsook the pen and the folds for the burn three years after commencing 
his articles, when, at the age of 16, he made his first appearance at a temporary 
Theatre at Winslow, in Buckinghamshire, as Wilford, in The Iron Chest. His 
success was complete—his destiny decided. He then appeared at Sadler’s Wells, 
with Grimaldi, and on Madame Vestris becoming the manageress of the Olympic, 
one of the first offers she made in the formation of her company, was to the subject 
of our sketch. Circumstances compelling him to decline this engagement, he re- 
turned to the provinces. On leaving the York circuit, he accepted an engagement 
at Rayner’s Strand Theatre, under whose management many promising débuts were 
made. Strickland’s great success here, aided by the flattering notices of the press, 
obtained him an engagement at the Haymarket Theatre, on the secession of Mr. 
Williams, of which company he has ever since continued a leading member, ra- 
pidly gaining ground in public estimation. 

With the public he is an universal favorite— few critics or playgoers but have a 
good word for him He is a thorough legitimate acter-——always perfect toa letter ; 
regular at his post, and of unassuming pretensions. Dowton having retired from 
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the stage, his mantle has undoubtedly fallen on the shoulders of our hero, and of 
such parts as Job Thornberry, Silky, and SirOliver Surface, he may fairly be con- 
sidered to be the best representative on the boards. 

Mr. Strickland’s farce acting is highly original; he has a keen appetite for the 
comic, and never passes by a good opportunity for making a point. His making-up 
for the eccentrics is only equalled by his humourous portrayal of them. In the 
higher walks of the Drama, however, his efforts have been highly successful. Po- 
lonius, Menenius Agrippa, in Coriolanus, and Sir William Fondlove, in The Love 
Chase, have in him found an able representative. 

Our hero’s present position has been attained solely by his own perseverance and 
industry, having been left at an early age to struggle through life as best he 
could. His strict integrity and ultimate success is therefore the more commendable. 
His retiring manners and honorable and well-intentioned conduct, have secured him 
that friendship which is more lasting than the fleeting applause of the public, who 
are little aware of the difficulties attendant upon the life of an actor.
